Santa Rosa, Calif., li*. 10.—A mob here early today lynch- 


ed Cnftifc* Valnco, Geoi^Boyd and Clarence Pitts, San Fran- 
cisco gangsters,charted wqkmfirdering three officers. The 
three men were hanged froinVfp limb of the same tree in the 
cemetery. The mob departed and left them hanging there. The 
men were taken from the Sonoma county jail. According to pre- 
arranged plane the mob surrounded the jail at 12:40 a. m. The 
guard* were surprised by the masked men, but the former giv- 
ing little resistance as they were greatly outnumbered. The 
three prisoners showed little fight. They were put in an auto- 
mobile and driven tb, the cemetery where a noose was placed 
around tiiir necks. Fitts, face to face with death, pleaded for his 
life. He"screamed for mercy, but the mob pajd no attention to 
bis cries. Valnco laughed and jeered at the lynchers to the last. 
He maintained his bravado until the noose tightened about his 
neck; Fitts, suffering from a fatal wound, was too weak to strug- 
gle.

60,000,000 CHINESE IN DANGER OF STARVATION 


New York, Dec. 10.—Calamitous famine is now ravaging 


China, directly affecting 30,000,000 persons, indirectly 32,000,- 
000 more and spelling horrible death for at least 
20,000,000 


children, men and women. President Wilson has called upon the 
American people to contribute their funds to relieve the 
"ap- 


palling* distress. 


Unless the aid is immediate and magnificent 10,000,000 are 


doomed to perish, according to missionaries there, but another 
10,000,000 may be saved if relief in huge amounts is forthcom- 
ing soon. Two hundred million dollars are needed for the rescue 
work, and only a small amount is in hand or in prospect. 


"I found the roads literally lined with corpses," a mission- 


ary In China reported by cable, soon after a visit through the 
province of Honan. "Diseases are coming in to complete the 
work of the famine and the cholera especially is epidemic in large 
numbers of communities. I found one village where 23 persons 


. 
had died the day before from it. Empty stomachs leave the peo- 
ple easy victims of the disease." 


The area involved in the greatest calamity to befall China 


in modern years is extensive and embraces some of the great- 
est productive soil of the; republic. Imagine such an area de- 
vastated in the United States; i.t would mean the sterility of the 
soil of Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota. 


In the same manner that such a drought in i the United 


States would threaten prosperity of 
America, similarly 
does 


the present situation in China spell her doom as a factor in the 
Commerce of the world for years to come unless the havoc is 


'•^remedied at the earliest possible moment, Next summer China 


will be unable to export ori to pay for imports; already her 
custom collections seized to discharge the interest on interna- 
tional loans are away below estimate and lack of interest on 
several big foreign loans seem inevitable.

Floods heretofore have,been the main cause of China's dis- 


tress. Such were the visitations in 1901, 1906 and 1917 when 
hundreds of thousands died. There was a slight famine in 1917. 
The famine of 1920, howejver, will be the worst of China's 
calamities.

TEACHER SHORTAGE 


MENACE INCREASES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—Between 


300,000 and 400,000 children were 
deprived of schooling last year as a 
result of the shortage of teachers, 
according to estimates«made by P.

"The last apportionment of federal' 


funds to tlie state In road construc- 
tion under the existing federal-aid act 
became available July 1," said Mr. 
McDonald, chief of the bureau of pub- 
lic roads.

This Is the largest apportionment 


yet certified under the Federal aid act, 
amounting to $100,000,000, three-quar- 
ters of which is derived from the ap- 
propriation of 1919 and $^5,000,000 
from the original appropriation of 
1010. A Deduction of $3,000,000, or 3 
per cpnt of the funds, will be made 
to provide for the expense of admin- 
istering the federal aid act by the 
Department of Agriculture. The bal- 
ance of $07,000,000 will be divided 
#inong the states in proportion to their 
population, area, and mileage of post 
roniN.

When Care Is Exercised In Selecting 


and Cutting * Woodlot May Be 
Made Source of Income for an 


Indefinite PerML , 


With the help of the Forest Set rice 


and tlie county agent, a number of 
fnrmers \vtio Ihe in Hangman Valley, 
Wash, Just nurtli nf the I'nlouse Di- 
vision of the St. Joe rorest, are co- 
operating this year In the sale of about 
800,000,000 feet of timber 


Last fall the Forest Service was 


requested to aid these farmers ID dls- 
PO*jng of a considerable amount of 
timber on their'claims. II developed 
•that there were approximately 200 
settlers who owned about 300,000,000 
feet of timber which they desired to 
dispose of as n unit in order to attract 
some company capable of handling tbe 
fiitlre proposition. They were, how 
ever, unable to agree upon a satis- 
factory price. The project had been 
ttorked up by the local county agenh 
a former Forest Service man, from 
whom the request for help came. 


Not Neetfed for Crop*. 


The Forest Service agreed to make 


an appraisal of tbe timber and to as- 
sist IB drawing up a contract and sale 
conditions. The appraisal was made 
lust spring and a price fixed of about 
$3.50 per thousand feet. 
Although 


the Jand Is well adapted to agricul- 
ture, it will not be possible for tt 
owners to jrat all of It Into cultivation 
for a number of years. Consequently 
ft If to their advantage to devote It 
to growing timber until such time as 
It I» needed for raising crtp». The 
s-tand consists of yellow pine of a 
good quality and contains a large 
number of trees Just below merchant- 
able alze which will make rapid 
growth when the old timber Is re- 
moved. It Is distinctly a case where 
it will pay the farmers to grow trees. 
These facts were explained to the 
members of the association and thej 
ciulckly saw the advantage of handling 
the forest In the manner recommend-
